Early  in  October,  President  Claude 
Bissell  spoke  informally  to  senior  staff 
members  of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum 
about  their  two  roles. 

He  said  most  of  them  were  aware  of  the 
crucial  importance  of  intensive,  continuous 
work  with  university  students,  believing  that 
it  is  imperative  to  train  the  scholars  who 
will  preserve  and  augment  our  cultural 
heritage.  From  the  ranks  of  university 
students  must  be  drawn  the  Museum  staff 
of  the  future.  Students  of  all  universities, 
particularly  the  universities  of  Ontario, 
should  be  encouraged  to  feel  that  the 
Museum  is  a haven  where  they  are  welcome 
—perhaps  even  privileged— guests.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Museum  in  its  beautiful  and 
impressive  building  makes  a declaration  of 
a people’s  faith  in  cultural  and  educational 
values.  It  is  the  University’s  responsibility 
to  ensure  that  the  public  appeal  of  the 
Museum  is  firmly  based  on  a strong  scholarly 
and  academic  foundation. 

“The  public  function  of  the  Museum  and 
the  influence  of  University  scholarship  can- 
not be  divorced,”  the  President  emphasized. 

Dr.  Bissell  complimented  the  staff  on 
rising  attendance  figures  and  said  plans  were 
under  way  to  make  the  Museum  even  more 
meaningful  to  the  general  public.  A Museum 
Council  would  be  established  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton, 
Director  of  the  Museum.  It  would  include 
all  the  curatorial  staff  and  the  staff  of  the 
Education  Division.  At  regular  meetings 
throughout  the  year  there  would  be  dis- 
cussion of  policies  relating  to  exhibitions, 
lectures,  work  with  school  children  and 
other  visiting  groups,  and  any  other  matters 
affecting  the  whole  institution.  Special  at- 
tention would  be  given  to  displays  that 
would  be  self-explanatory  teaching  exhibits, 


appealing  to  the  imagination  and  both  satis- 
fying and  inciting  curiosity.  The  services  of 
the  display  personnel  to  the  curators  will  be 
improved  and,  especially  on  weekends,  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  have  more  members 
of  the  curatorial  staff  on  hand  to  answer 
inquiries. 

“There  is  abundant  proof  that  displays 
and  exhibits  directed  by  scholarly  curators 
have  a public  impact  that  is  second  to 
none,”  the  President  observed.  “If  the 
materials  are  handled  with  the  highest 
knowledge  and  sincerity  and  explained  with 
clarity,  then  the  range  of  their  teaching 
value  to  children,  laymen,  and  students  is 
immense.” 

Because  of  their  dual  responsibilities, 
there  was  no  suggestion  that  curators  in  the 
Museum  should  come  under  the  supervision 
of  heads  of  corresponding  academic  depart- 
ments, the  President  said.  There  was  a 
large  measure  of  co-operation  now:  this 
would  increase  in  the  normal  democratic 
way  of  an  academic  community— in  an  at- 
mosphere of  mutual  respect  and  good  will 
among  persons  of  ability  and  tolerance. 

Dr.  Bissell  added  that  it  would  be 
University  policy  to  consider  curatorial  posi- 
tions as  equivalent  to  professorial  positions. 
Under  this  plan,  approved  in  principle  by 
the  University’s  Board  of  Governors,  a fur- 
ther study  would  be  made  of  non-curatorial 
positions  in  the  Museum,  with  particular 
attention  being  paid  to  positions  requiring 
special  skills,  artistic  ability,  and  expert 
judgment. 

Dr.  Bissell  said  that  studies  now  under 
way  indicated  that  more  recognition  should 
be  given  to  the  key  roles  of  the  Museum’s 
18  curators  and  that  all  of  them  should  have 
direct  access  to  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton,  the 
director.  The  whole  administrative  structure 
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of  the  Museum  was  under  close  scrutiny, 
he  said. 

Various  proposals  to  increase  the  co- 
operation between  staff  of  academic  depart- 
ments and  the  Museum  were  under  con- 
sideration, the  President  continued.  One  of 
these  calls  for  the  appointment  of  the 
Director  of  the  Museum  as  a member,  ex 
officio,  of  the  Senate  of  the  University,  the 
Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science, 
and  the  Council  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies,  and  that  all  curatorial  staff  members 
cross-appointed  to  University  departments 
have  representation  on  the  Council  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  or  other  faculty 
councils  where  appropriate,  on  the  same 
basis  as  other  members  of  the  University 
staff. 

The  School  of  Graduate  Studies  would  be 
encouraged  to  support  more  graduate  work 
involving  the  use  of  the  Museum’s  materials 
and  the  Director  and  Associate  Director  of 
the  Museum  would  take  immediate  steps  to 
make  the  scholarly  resources  of  the  Museum 


more  readily  available  to  responsible  re- 
search workers. 

Although  many  members  of  the  Museum 
staff  now  write  regularly  for  scholarly 
journals,  some  of  their  colleagues  should 
be  encouraged  to  publish  the  results  of 
serious  research.  Closer  liaison  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Press  could  result  in  a 
clearly  regulated  collaborative  publishing 
program.  Duties  of  scholars  on  the  Museum 
staff  would  be  rearranged  to  allow  more 
time  for  research  and  writing. 

Internationally  the  Museum  is  best  known 
for  the  unique  Chinese  collection.  The 
mineral  collection  is  rated  in  the  top  six  in 
the  world.  Many  of  the  other  collections 
are  outstanding.  Dr.  Bissell  said  this  inheri- 
tance places  the  Museum  in  a pre-eminent 
position  in  Canada,  and  involves  the  re- 
sponsibility of  making  expert  advice  and 
assistance  available  to  other  museums  and 
galleries  in  Canada  when  requested,  and  of 
largely  speaking  for  Canada  in  international 
conferences  on  museum  matters.

Graduate  Studies 

A new  graduate  degree,  the  Master  of 
Philosophy  (Phil.M.),  was  established  by 
action  of  the  Senate  on  November  8.  The 
degree  will  require  two  years  of  full-time 
residence  for  candidates  with  the  Toronto 
Honour  B.A.  or  its  equivalent.  The  program 
will  consist  of  about  three-quarters  of  course 
and  seminar  work,  and  one-quarter  of  in- 
dependent scholarship  culminating  in  a 
major  essay  which  is  meant  to  provide  train- 
ing and  experience  in  research,  but  is  not 
expected  to  lead  to  an  original  contribution 
to  knowledge. 

So  far,  fourteen  graduate  departments 
have  signified  their  intention  of  offering  the 
new  degree:  English,  Philosophy,  History, 
Political  Economy,  Romance,  Classics,  Ger- 
man, Anthropology,  Sociology,  East  Asian 
Studies,  Slavic,  Near  Eastern  and  Islamic, 
Fine  Art,  and  Educational  Theory. 

Detailed  information  on  the  program 
should  be  available  by  about  mid-December 
or  early  January,  and  will  be  sent  on  request. 

A graduate  summer  session  involving 
about  half  a dozen  graduate  departments  is 
being  planned  for  1964.  Courses  for  credit 


will  be  offered  at  both  the  makeup  and  the 
graduate  levels.  They  will  vary  in  duration, 
the  longest  being  about  fourteen  weeks  and 
the  shortest  eight  weeks.  The  Library  will 
maintain  full  services  throughout  the  period, 
except  for  some  reduction  of  hours  on  Satur- 
days and  Sundays.  Full  particulars  will  be 
published  in  the  Bulletin  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  School  of  Graduate  Studies  was  host 
to  the  Association  of  Graduate  Schools  in  the 
Association  of  American  Universities  when  it 
met  for  the  second  time  in  its  history  in 
Toronto,  Oct.  21-22.
